For the first time since Coach 
Karl Kaiser took over as basket- 
ball coach at Chaffey High school 
25 years ago, the Tigers hold the 
dubious honor of having finished 
a season with undisputed posses- 
sion of last place in the Citrus 
Belt league. 


On the surface this seems like 
a pretty disastrous year for the 
high school cagers and in the 
terms of games won and lost it, 
no doubt, is. Specially, when you 
consider the fact that Kaiser- 
coached teams have always heen 
in the first division at least, if 
not constantly a threat for the 
C.B.L. title. 

What happened this year then? 
Was it the lack of material? That 
ne doubt, had something to do 
with it. But there were other 
factors that now seem of greater 
importance than they may have 
at the start of the season. 

It just seems to be in the 
cards for: one team, no matter 
how long it’s been on top, to 
sooner or later take a sharp 
drop in its fortunes. Nobody 
wins championships every year 
forever and sooner or later the 
“mathematical quotient’ seems 
to catch up with it. It hap- 
pens not only in college and 
high school sports but among 
the pros as well. 

However, let’s review very 
quickly some of the games that 
the Tigers wen and lost this year 
and see how the “breaks” in al- 


most every case were responsible | 


for their modest showing. 
They lost both cf their games 
to Redlands, Pomona and Colton 





but surprised everybody by turn- 
ing back the two toughest teams 
in the circuit, Riverside and San 
Bernardino. ‘The victory over the 
Cardinals was a masterful job 
and temporarily raised the hopes 
cf Chaffey supporters. Playing 
like real champions, 
handily spanked San Bernardino 
to the delightful 
on Jan. 10. 

The Riverside victory took ev- 
erything that Kaises’s boys had 
and it was a late rally, which 
in other games ended up against 
the local quintet, brought the 
Tigers their second and last 
C.B.L. win, 37-56. 

These are two games that 
Coach Kaiser ahd the whole 
team. have reason to be proud 
of, regardless of their other 
eight losses. Riverside and San 
Bernardino ended up first and 
second, respectively in the final 
standings, with the Mission 
City five losing only one other 
game all season, 

As for some of their defeats, 
the Tigers lost to Pomona, 48-42, 
the first time and were squeezed 
out in the waning moments or 
the second, 44-42. . Against Col- 
ton the second time, it was the 
same story--score, Colton | 33, 
Chaffey 31. ‘fhe first Redlands 
tilt was also a clcse one, 41-37, 
against the fighting Tigers. 

There were a few games in 
which there was no doubt of the 
superiority of the other team but 
that wasn’t very often. San Ber- 
nardino, for example, turned back 
the Tigers in their second meet- 
ing, 69-52 (thanks to Harry Wil- 
son’s 88 points) but that wasn’t 
quite as bad as the licking they 
got from the Tigers earlier in the 
seascn.’ The Poly Bears aveng- 
ed their defeat with a 63-51 win 
but a 12-point margin actually 
isn’t too much for a champion- 
Ship team. 

So, in spite cf the fact the Chaf- 
fey Tigers ended up in the C.B.L. 
cellar this year, the record isn’t 
anything to be ashamed of. Be- 
sides definitely having the 
“breaks” against them and due 
for a. fall after 25 years, the 
Tigers were probably the smallest 
team in height in the league. Ang 
that very definitely is a distinct 
disadvantage in baskethall.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 
-—Russia’s out-of-the-blue endorse- 
ment of United States trusteeship 
over Pacific islands once ruled by 
Japan ‘provided an _ unexpected 
new twist today to Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations. 

Moscow’s note saying Russia 
deems it entirely fair for United 
States to keep control of the 
623-odd islands left diplomatic 
authorities guessing whether there 
might be more behind the move 
than. meets the eye.

Blind Navy Veteran Runs His Own 
Dude Ranch With Great Success 


Hearing the sights from his wife and son, Arthur, 7, 
Monroe L. Fox. center, rides through the San Juan mountains.

CHAMA, N. M.—The story of the 
4 Tumble F dude ranch in this 
remcte mountain region of north- 
ern New Mexico is the tale of a 
seeing eye dog, a dream, a little 
cash and an option. 


The seeing eye dog is ‘Missie,” 
a new pair of eyes for Monroe L. 
Fox, 32, who was blinded by a 
bomb explosion while a member 
of a naval underwater demolition 
team at Iwo Jima. The dream 
was that of himself and his wife 
that someday—somehow—they’d 
own and operate a dude ranch. 

The little cash came from Fox’s 
disability pension; and the opticn 
was one taken by Mrs. Fox to 
purchase a ranch house, six Cab- 
ins and 80 acres of land. 

Now, after a year and a half in 
permanent darkness, the former 
Seabee figures he has done “fairly 
well.” 

“Considering that I had no cap- 
ital with which to begin, and that 
I was newly blind, I'm satisfied 
with my progress,” he says cheer- 
fully.. “I’ve got the 4 Tumble 
Feranch in my own name, I’ve fed 
and clothed my family, and Tf 
know how I'm going to make pay- 
ments on’ my_ property.”
